The quiet little town of Cheater was 
viaited by a destructive fire yesterday 
afternoon. About three o'clock flames 
were discovered in the residence of G. 
W. Holliday. The building was a story- 
and-half brick and frame, on the north 
aide of tha Miaai laliway, just east of the 
two-story brick house which has been 
occupied for some time by M. 0. Uatcfai- 
son aa a gaaanl merohaMfw Mora and a 
residence. Atfiolning Mr. Holliday's res- 
idence on tha oait waa a small one-atory 
fnmthMm Thaaa tkiaa bidMlacB,^ 

gether with several otlt4waaM, closely 
adjoined each other, and WOraanrrounded 
by the street railway on the south, a side 
street leading to the river on the west, 
and Holliday's brick yard on the north 
and east. When first discovered the 
flames bad almost enveloped the root of 
a small out-building immediately in the 
rear of Mr. Holliday's residence. Fanned 
by a briak breese, tbeflre spread rapidly. 
There was no engine at hand and the cit- 
izens had to tight the fire aa best they 
could. The flames soon communicated 
to Mr. Honiday's residence, then to the 
small frame and to Mr. Hutchison's bttsi- 
ineee house and home. It was seen the 
boUdiags fAra doomed, and the people 
turned their attention to saving the con- 
tents. By quick work a large part of the 
stock of merchandise and flMist of the 
household and kitchen furnit'in> iv i<4 got- 
ten out of the burning buildiugs. Many 
of the women woifced with a will as wall 
as the men. • 

The alarm was sounded in this city, 
but down town the extent of the fire was 
not known at first. The Amazons, of the 
Fifth ward, responded promptly to the 
call tor help, and went up with their en- 
fine. They bad been at work {but a 
short time, however, when some part of 
tlie engine was broken ami they liad to 
quit. In the meantime the second alarm 
had been sounded and the Neptunes 
went up with their engine. When they 
arrived on tha scene, however, the 
buiUUngs had baan pitied. All that 
could be done then was to throw some 
water upon the heated walla and the 
burning window and door framds, and 
the heavier timbers of the floors. 

The buildings will prove a total loss. 
Mr. Hutchison valued his two-story l)ri('k 
at $3,500. In this he had a stock of dry 
, goods, groceries and general merchandise 
value<^l at something over $1,500. Part 
of his stock waa aaved, but in a damaged 
condition. Ha haa an insnraaaa of $1,- 
200 on the baildii^ and $1,$00 on his 
goods. 

Mr. Holliday v«lned|his frame house 

at $800, and his residence and other 
buildings at $2,500 or $3,000. His insu- 
rance aauMnta to fl^OO-iMO on the 
frame and $1,000 on tho residence. 

All the insurance ia in the London and 
Liverpool and Globe, Dr. Jo)ui T. Flem- 
ing, agent. The frame was unoccupied, 
Mr. Bduly having moved out of it only 
the day before. 

The two story frame resilience of Mr.

It was on Are seV' 
eral times, but dampened carpets were 
thrown over the roof, and a " bucket 
brigade " kept tha flmea dowa elaawbtra.
